The prosecuting attorney of the Third 
judicial circuit filed suit in the Jackson 
County Circuit Court at Newport, Ark,, 
against 65 insurance companies doing 
business in Arkansas, asking penalties 
amounting to $65,000,600 for alleged 
violation of the Arkansas anti-trust 
laws. 

W. H. Oakley, paymaster of the 
Franklin Construction Company at 
Rock, W. Va., was shot to death by an 
unknown man and robbed of $2,000. 
The alleged murderer was pursued by 
a posse, captured and lynched, accord- 
ing to a report received at Bluefleld, 
W. Va. 

William A. Bourque, driver of a 
Knox car in the 250 mile race at India- 
napolis, was killed and Harry Holeomb, 
his mechanician, was so badly injured 
that he later died. Bourque Iqst control 
of his car, which swerved, crashed into 
the fence and turned over, pinning both 
occupants to the ground.
